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No Federal Election This Year 


Opinion Prov. Cons. Convention 


According to D. W. Patterson, secre- 
tary of the Federal Constituency of 
Peace River, who arrived home on 
Tuesday from the Caiptal City, where 
he attended a convention of the 
Alberta Conservatives, there will be 
no federal election this year, at least 
that was the opinion, With regard to 
the date of the provincial election, 
there was considerable conflict of 
opinion. Some were of the view that 
the election will be held some time 
during July or September of this year. 

Mr. Patterson further stated that 
there were over 300 delegates present, 
every constituency being represented. 

There were six representatives from 
the Peace River, among whom was B. 
V. Bergin of Clairmont, president of 
the Federal Constituency. 

“All reports from the East indicated 
that Premier Bennett is gaining 
strength in that part of Canadu,’ said 
Mr. Patterson. This was attributed 
to the banking legislaion and _ the 
Stevens enquiry and the resultant 
legislation following. 

“It was pointed out at the conven- 
tion,” said Mr. Patterson, “that Cana- 
dian securities on Wall Street were 
increasing in value to a gerater ex- 
tent than American securities, indi- 
cating that Wall Street had greater 
faith in the stability of Canada than 
in the United States.” 

Both Mr. Patterson and Mr. Bergin 
were on the resolutions committee, 
The resolutions passed by the con- 
vention were left in the hands of the 
executive to form the basis of the 
Conservative provincial platform. 

“The convention,” said Mr. Patter- 
son in summing up, “was most suc- 
cessful in every way.”

Alta. Manager of 
Union Oil Sounds

Seed Grain Being 
Distributed By 
Prov. Govt. 


The following telegram from Colin 
Groff, Alberta Publicity Commissioner, 
was received by The Tribune Wednes- 
day: 

“Distribution of seed grain this 
spring is being made by virtue of a 
temporary Seed Grain Act which em- 
powers municipalities to make a 
limited distribution of seed to needy 
farmers. All applications for seed 
under this arrangement must be ap- 
proved by provincial Department of 
Agriculture field men, 

“In the case of municipalities which 
decline to take any action under the 
act, no distribution of seed is made in 
local improvement districts. Applica- 
tions for seed grain are taken by 
department field men or R. C, M. P. 
constables, 

“For the benefit of farmers north of 
the river the department has appointed 
a special field man, Dan Fraser, who 
is located at Fairview.” 

South of the river applications 
should be made in person to R.C.M.P. 
or to W. J, Thomson, district agricul- 
turist, Grande Prairie,

Over six hundred babies are born 


lewery day in Canada: twenty-five new 


babies arrive every hour of the day 
and night, which means that we can 
boast of one new Canadian every four | 
or five minutes. 

The first few hours of life are the, 
most critical peried of human exist- 


hence from the point of view of sur- 


vival Despit> the fact that infants 
are given a much better chance to 
live today than ever before, neverthe- 
lees, the first year of life is still the | 
period when one in six of all deaths 
oceurs, and of all the 


year of life. a large percentage take 
place on the first day following birth. 

There is one way open to us by 
which we may hope to prevent these 
very early deaths, and that is through 
better care of the mother before the/ 
birth of the child. These children do 
not die as a result of any occurrence 
after birth, but from conditions arising 
during pregnancy and at the time of 
birth. 

The baby who survives this period 
is absolutely dependent. Babies can- 
not do anything for themselves; they | 
must depend upon their parents for | 
the care which they need. Some chil- | 
dren seem to grow up like Topsy with- | 
out any care, but taking children as/ 
a group, it is the child who receives 
proper maternal care who escapes the 
pitfalls which beset the infant. 

There is nothing of greater import- 
ance to the child than breast feeding. 
Practically every healthy mother can 
nurse her baby, and no mother should 
think of not nursing her baby or of 
weaning him without seeking the ad- 
vice of her doctor. The doctor, if 
breast feeding is impossible or when 
the time for weaning comes, will pre- 
scribe proper artificial feedings. 

The baby requires water, and be- 
cause he cannot ask for it, he must be 
offered a drink of water at frequent 
intervals. The baby who is clean is

His clothed should 
be loose and comfortable; he should 
wear enough clothing to keep him 
warm but not enough to make him hot. 

Recularity in feeding fs essential to 
health. Feed by the clock, waking the 
child if necessary. This promotes good 
habits, including better rest. The old 
habits of rocking the baby to sleep or 
sitting by his crib until he goes to 
sieep are undesirable for both child 
and mother, The comfort is another 
bad habit. The baby does not have to 
have something always in his mouth, 
and the comfort should never be used, 
because it is really irritating and dirty, 
as well as being deforming to the 
mouth.

DESTROYS COMMUNITY LIFE 


The Elimination of Local Retailers 
Through Mass Merchandising 


OTTAWA.—RumWings of a com- 
bine in the rubber trade will be 
brought to a head with the appearance 
of Rubber association representatives, 
following the Easter recess, before the 
parliamentary mass buying probe, In- 
tention to call these representatives 
before the inquiry committee was an- 
nounced by Hon, H. H. Stevens, chair- 
man. 

The case of the retail associations 
closed with charges of destruction of 
community life by elimination of local 
retailers through mass merchandising 
and unfair trading practices of large 
departmental and chain stores. The 
Quebec provincial board of the Retail 
Merchants’ Association of Canada, 
through its secretary, Rossario Mes- 
sier, made the allegations. From 699 
in 1926, chain store units in Quebec 
had grown to a total of 1,692 in 1930. 
Of retail sales approximately $675,- 
000,000 in 1930, mail order houses, de- 
partment and chain stores had trans- 
acted $175,000,000 of the business. 

To meet the situation created by 
these “monopolizing organizations,” 
Mr. Messier proposed: 

Establishment of industrial and 
commercial codes for the regulation of 


| competition so as to prevent such 


practices as fraudulente bankruptcy, 
false advertising and “loss leaders.” 
Imposition of a $5 tax on every mail 
order catalogue. 
Placing of a scale tax on chain 
stores.

Winter Hardiness in Alfalfa 


In hardiness studies with two-year- 
old alfalfa plants, Peltier and Tysdal 
in Nebraska found that generally, with | 
the same sort of alfalfa, the plant that 
had the largest root diameter, the 
greatest number of buds or stems, and 
was in the best general condition had | 
the best chance of surviving artificial | 
freezing with temperatures as low as) 
zero Fahrenheit. All the alfalfas 
rested were susceptible to cold injury. | 
The hardy group, including Grimm, 
Ladak and Turkestan, became dor-, 
mant earlier and hardened more. 
rapidly; the non-hardy Italian, South! 
African and Arizona became dormant 
later and hardened more slowly. The 
hardening process in alfalfas appeared 
to be cumulative over a rather long 
period in the fall and early winter. 

The moisture content of all alfalfa 
(roots and crown) decreased during 
the fall, The moisture content of 
hardy and mid-hardy alfalfas in- 
creased in the spring, but the moisture 
content of the non-hardy alfalfas re- 
mained low in March and April (in 
Nebraska). Those in charge of the 
experiment suggested that in winters 
of unfavorable temperatures the plants 
may be injured to such an extent that 
after initial growth is resumed in the 
spring the plants are unable to with- 
stand the adverse environmental field 
conditions prevailing at that time. 

No mention was made of the rela- 
tionship of disease to winter hardi- 
ness. Usually it is considered that 
diseased plants are weakened and are 
readily killed by unfavorable winter 
conditions. Two importans disease 
organisms, according to Dr. G. B, San- 
ford of the Dominion Laboratory of 
Plant Pathology, Edmonton, are most 
severe during April and May and 
small, weak plants in the early spring 
are easy prey to these fungi. For best 
results with alfalfa it is important to 
follow practices which will insure 
strong, healthy stands. E. C, Stacey.

Brown Ring in Potato 


Potatoes have a brownish ring all 
around them about a quarter of an 
inch under the skin? It appears like 
dark threads radiating from the stem 
end. The potatoes are in good condi- 
tion and not spoiling. Are they unfit 
to use.for seed purposes? Would dry- 
weather conditions in hill-growing 
cause this? Several neighbors have 
potatoes in this condition.-(Mra.) E.

Ans: The dark ring occurs in the 
vascular (water and food conducting) 
system of the tubers. While several 
fungi and bacteria are known to cause 
this discoloration, it will also occur 
where the temperature of the soll is 
high and the moisture deficient. My 
opinion is that the discoloration in 
this case is due to the latter. 

In general, potatoes with this dis- 
colored ring are not so good as sound 
stock for seed, although they will pro- 
duce @ fair crop of it is necessary to 
use them.--G. B, Sanford, Dominion 
Laboratory of Plant Patholoky, Ed- 
monton, Alta.

1933 Hog Marketings and Grades 


Alberta graded hog marketings in- 
creased from 1,008,452 head in 1932 to 
1,032,169 in 1983. The Alberta pro- 
vincial constituencies of Grouard, 
Peace River and Grande Prairie and 
the Peace River Block of British 
Columbia decreased their total hog- 
marketings from 38,004 hogs in 1932 to 
35,236 in 1933, although the constitu- 
ency of Grouard, which is included in| 
the preceding figures, increased its 
graded-hog marketings from 6,562 to 
9,008 head. The term “Peace” is used 
for the whole of the four constitu- 
ency subdivisions mentioned, and from 
these 25,063 hogs went to stockyards 
for sale in 1932, while 21,189 were de- 
livered to stockyards for sale in 1933. 
In 1932 the shipments direct to plants 
were 12,941 hogs, while in 1933 ship- 
ments direct to plants totalled 14,047. 

Thus ave may observe that while the 
total graded marketings of Peace hogs 
were less in 1933 than in 1932, never- 
theless the number marketed direct to 
packing plants increased. | 

If it is assumed that a buyer tries | 
to buy on “the cheapest market, then 
we might thus explain the increasing | 
practice of packers’ direct buying in! 
the country f.o.b, shipping point. 

If it is assumed that a seller tries | 
to sell on the highest market then we 
might thus explain the practice of 
shippers consigning direct to the 
plants for sale there. 

However, the situation is more com- 
plicated than even it appears on the 
surface. The present parliamentary 
inquiry is trying to put a practical 
interpretation on the situation that’ 
will lead to a greater feeling of con- | 
fidence in trading practices,

HISTORY OF POULTRY 


The transition of poultry from a 
position of comparative insignificance 
as an incidental adjunct of farm ope- 
ration to an industry of great im-+ 
portance has taken place largely with- 
in the past thirty years. Prior to the 
year 1900 comparatively little atten- 
tion was paid to the number of eggs 
a bird produced and what business 
there was in the following few years 
was mainly in the hands of “fanciers” 
or exhibition poultry breeders. How- 
ever the second decade from 1910 to 
1919 saw the development of produc- 
tion-bred poultry on a business basis. 
The Dominion and Provineial Depart- 
ments of Agriculture, Experimental 
Farms, Agricultural Colleges, and a 
large number of private breeders con- 
centrated their efforts on breeding for 


higher ege production with marked 
results, During the third decade, in 
1920-29, poultry as an industry de- 


veloped into considerable proportions. 
Not only did commercial poultry 
plants inerease in number and size 
throughout “the several provinces of 
the Dominion, but what is more sig- 
nificant, farmers in Canada came to 
appreciate the revenue-producing pos- 
sibilities of poultry flocks, During 
this period the Dominion Government 
of Canada became actively engaged in 
poultry improvement, and as a result 
of these activities are the several poll- 
cles of the Dept, of Agric. which are 
most important factors in maintaining 
the world-wide high quality of Cana- 
dian poultry flocks, 


Provincial dog laws in Eastern Can- 
ada have been a factor in adding se- 
curlty to sheep raising. 


HOUSEWIVES DEMAND LEAN 
BACON IN GREAT BRITAIN 


The bacon hog is the result of a 
concerted effort on the part of breed. 
ers to produce a finished animal, the 
carcass of which will meet the re- 
quirements of the consuming public. 
The housewife, first in Britain and 
latterly in Canada, has been demand- 
ing leaner quality bacon, so that to- 
day bacon must be lean and of good 
quality, Fat, heavy, or coarse bacon 
is not popular, Packers and. others 
engaged in the bacon trade soon dis- 
covered that the hog which would best 
satisfy the demande of the fastidious | 
housewife must have light shoulders, 
long sides, meaty backs, full loins and 
rump, and well developed hams, car-

FAMEUSE APPLES AND STORAGE 
ES oT | 

Owing to the excessive premature 
breakdown in storage of Fameuse ap- | 
ples during recent years, this variety 
has been specially investigated at the 
Dominion Experimental Station § at} 
Fredericton. There has been an im- 
pression in certain quarters, says Mr. | 
L. C. Young, that this premature | 
breakdown is probably caused by the | 
picking at too late a date. In other. 
words, that New Brunswick Fameuse 
are allowed to become too mature be- 
fore being picked. In order to gain 
further information, a picking test 
was inaugurated, four trees being in-| 
cluded in the test, each tree being 
picked on 5 different dates at inter- 
vals of approximately one week. The 
dates of picking were September 22 
and 29; October 6, 138 and 20. In this! 


way it was made sure that at least | 
one definitely immature sample and) 
one definitely over-mature sample! 


were obtained. These lots were sub- 
mitted to the Station’s regular ex- 
aminations at intervals of one month 
during the winter months, and al-

SOD MULCH OR SOD NEGLECT 


What constitutes the sod mulch sys- 
tem of orchards? It is essential to 
differentiate between sod mulch and} 
sod neglect. In sod neglect, no ferti- 
lizer is applied, the grass is cut and |} 
removed as hay, decreased vigor and 
poor crops being the result. The sod 
mulch system involves cutting the 
grass, aud leaving it as a mulch 
around the tres, the addition in 
some cases of additional raulching ma- 
terial such as old hay, and the appli- 
cation of commercial fertilizer, 


DEPARTMENTAL CO-OPERATION 


The breeding of pedigreed poultry 
under the Dominion Department of | 
Agriculture policies, registration and 
record of performance, has advanced 
rapidly in New Brunswick says the 
annual report of the N.B. Department 
ef Agriculture.

The British Admiralty has decided 
henceforth not to try to raise sunken 
submarines in an effort to save lives 
of trapped seamen, Sir Bolton Eyres- 
Monsell, First Lord of the Admiralty, 
informed Commons.

TWENTY TONS OF GLASS USED 
IN MAKING LARGE LENSE 


Twenty tons of molten glass, to form 
the world's largest telescopic “eye,” 
were poured into a form at Gorning, 
New York, recently, before a distin- 
guished audience of scientists and 
thousands of laymen who taxed the 
hospitality of the famous glass works. 

By nightfall the last ladle of bril- 
liantly glowing glass was spread in 
the brick form which will stand for 
ten months while the composition 
hardens. Ten hours were required to 
transfer the liquid glass from the 
furnace, where it has been heating 
since February 15, to the mould 
housed in a brick igloo. 

If, as scientists anticipate, the 200- 
inch- mirror emerges from the anneal- 
ing tank flawless, it some day will 
enable man to gaze into unfathomed 
depths of the great void beyond the 
earth, The astronomical vision, if all 
steps of the experiment are as suc- 
cessful as those already taken, will be 
increased 30 times in volume. 


“UMBRELLA” PLANE TESTED 


A new type “umbrella” airplane, 
which takes off with a 100-foot run 
and lands safely inside a 25-foot circle, 
has been given successful tests at 
Curtis-Wright airport, Chicago. 

The plane has a 12-foot circular 
“spring” instead of standard mono- 
plane construction, with ailerons en- 
circling almost half the circumference 
of the “umbrella.” It is powered with 
a 12%-horsepower motor, 

In repeated tests the plane dropped 
to earth at a 60-degree angle at a 
speed slower than a parachute. It 
gained speed on the take-off at 700 
feet a minute and reached an air- 
speed of 135 miles an hour 

Dwight Morrow, the test pilot, said 
the plane was more stable than 
standard types of craft and that a 
novice could be taught to fly it in a 
few hours

“A Poor Married” Makes 
Hit at Bezanson 


(Special to The Tribune) 


C. W. L. Study Club Has 
Interesting Discussion 


The C. W. L. Study Club met at the 
home of Mrs. Clarence Shields after 
the regular monthly meeting on 
Wednesday evening, April 4. 


The evening study and discussion 
hinged about the working conditions 
of women and giris in modern indus- 
try. 

“The Magna Charta of the Working- 
man,” as universal opinion among 
economists of note nicknames the 
famous encyclical of Pope Leo XIII, 
was brought into the discussion. 


It was clearly laid down on principle 
therein that the amount of wages for 
all workers—white collar or no col- 
lar—should be, at the very least, 
equalized with a decent standard of 
living for the workman and his family. 
In the discussion it was shown that if 
this had been carried out by the wage- 
payers all would have been well; pro- 
duction and distribution would have 
had a logical and able coterie of con- 
sumers—the general public. 


As an exainple of upsetting the 
apple cart or wrecking the wheel of 
industry at the hub, was given the de- 
cision of one of the supreme courts of 
the United States which declared a 
minimum wage as illegal and contrary 
to the Constitution. 

The decision said: “You can't fix 
wages by a standard of living—a de- 
cent “ving has nothing to do with 
wage-fixing.” And so the minimum 
wage for men, women, boys and girls 
was hurled into the discard because 
this high tribunal of justice, the Study 
Club was told, was weak when it 
should have been strong; 
when proper ethics were essential; 
failed in the essential measure of 
minimum justice for all workers; ab- 
solutely contradicted the great “Magna 
Charta of the Workingman,” and that 
for the last twelve years cut-throat 
competition and wage-cutting have 
been destroying the buying power of 
the masses and the decent standard of 
living of the families of that nation. 

One of the first efforts under N.R.A. 
was to undo that evil decision and re- 
store the Minimum Wage Act to 
belated but welcome legality. 

The Study Club leader of the eve- 
nine made many interesting references 
to industrial conditions in Canada, 
especially along: the lines of facts 
known all along by business buyers, 
but brought before the public eye by 
the amazing revelations of the Stevens 
investigation and report. 

It was shown to the meeting that 
only an enlightened public opinion and 
a government, wielding power and 
executive measures intelligently, could 
restore decent ethical standards into a 
corrupt industrial system, especially 
among the mass-buying, sweatshop- 
maintaining, employee-grinding, shod- 
dy work-producing, public-deceiving 
manufacturers. 

Many keen and interesting questions 
were shot at the Study Club leaders of 
the evening and were clearly and
